The first brood of the Mexican 


{Bean Beetle has appeared in the 
[ gardens and truck p a t c h e s 
; throughout Pickaway-co according- 
to County Agent H. S. Lewis. The 
larvae of the bean beetle is a 
small fuzzy yellow grub 'about 1-3 
of an inch long when it reaches' 
maturity. The adult beetle which 
lays the. eggs 4s copper-colored, 
has 16 black spota on Its back, 
hard shelled and hemispherical w 
shape. There are two broods of 
the insect each season. In favor- 
able weather the- 'females lays 
about every other day, the aver- 
age production being around 300 
eggs during her life time. These 
eggs hatch out in about a week 
and th,e larvae start feeding at 
once. It does not take very long 
for the bean beetle larvae to de- 
foliate a bean patten in the average 
garden or truck patch. 


The best method of control is 


secured through dusting the Deans 
when the dew is on, uaing calcium 
arsonate, one part, and good hy- 
drated lime, seven parts, at the 
rate of from 15 to 20 pounds per 
acre or through spraying, using 
calcium arsenate, one pound, hy- 
•drated lime, two pounds, to 50 
gallons of water. 


The presence of this insect in- 


dicates that some attention should 
be paid to it at once if local gard- 
ners expect to save their bean and 
other garden crops, Agen^ Lewis 
said.

This policy ~of preparedness for all 
possible contingencies was noted on 
the occasions of his flight over the 
North Pole, and bis Trans-Atlantic 
flight.
